Martin, Johnson residents among those charged

INEZ — Tlie Martin County 
Sheriffs Office arrested seven peo¬ 
ple Friday in connection with manu¬ 
facturing methampbetamine. 

Linda Jude-Miils, 34,; Lonnie 
Maynard, 42; and Jimmy D. May¬ 
nard. 35, all of Inez, are charged with 
first-offense manufacturing metham- 
pheiimme and fiist-offense unlawful 
possession of a meth precursor. 


Jimmy D. Maynard is addition¬ 
ally charged with second-degree 
fleeing 01 evading police on foot and 
resisting arrest as well as drug para¬ 
phernalia, buy/possess. 

Steven R. Davis, 31; and Heather 
Sue: Henley, 2S, both of Inez; Robin 
R. Ttickett, 36„ of Faintsville; and 
Jackie L. Maynard, 41, of Wit tens- 
ville, are charged with first-offense 
unlawful possession of a meth pre¬ 
cursor. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Martin County Sher¬ 


iff's Office, deputies Zack Callaham 
and Cory Cook responded to a call 
that several subjects at the home of 
Lonnie Maynard on Maynard Drive 
in Inez were cooking meth amphet¬ 
amine. Upon their arrival, the offi¬ 
cers obtained permission from Lon¬ 
nie Maynard to enter the home and 
to conduct a search of the premises. 

During the search, deputies found 
a bag of methamphetamine precur¬ 
sors on the kitchen table, the release 
said. 

The bag had batteries already cut 


open with the lithium strips taken out 
along with cold packs and coffee 
filters, the release said. 

Deputies also found a bottle that 
had been dropped through a hole in 
the floor and the contents of the 
bottle appeared to be methamphet¬ 
amine, the release said. 

Upon further inspection, the 
release said, the deputies also found 
a bag in the dryer that contained liq-

Lawrence woman first to receive 
Neuropace implantation

LEXINGTON — The University of Kentucky 7 
held a streamed press conference Tuesday morning 
announcing its success with the first Neuropace 
implantation in Kentucky- to treat epilepsy on a 
patient from Lawrence Comity who suffered as 
many as 42 grand mal seizures in a three-hour peri¬ 
od. 

Cheryl Castle of Lowmansville is diagnosed 
with chronic epilepsy 7 and suffered seizures for IB 
years of her life. But after doctors determined that 
she was not a candidate for traditional epilepsy- sur¬ 
gery 7 , Castle became a prime candidate for the new 5 
technology. 

Castle said during Tuesdays press conference 
that she had improved since the device was inserted 
and that she: is able to do things now’ that she wasn't 


before, including getting out of the house with her 
husband. She also said that she estimated approxi¬ 
mately 50 percent reduction in the number of sei¬ 
zures she was having each day. 

! T wouldn't do nothing at the house before ™ 
Castle said. “It was so very intense. I would just sit 
on the: couch and w’atch TV. I w r as so depressed. My 
speech is a lot better now, and my energy has 
increased. too. I go out for drives with my husband, 
and I couldn't do that before. The seizures are not as 
intense or as severe. Fm very thankful to be a candi¬ 
date for this. When I take the medicine, I kind of 
conk out, but my husband and I get out more. It's 
very refreshing.” 

Dr. Craig Van Home, a neurosurgeon and Direc¬ 
tor of the Epilepsy Program at UK Healthcare s 
Kentucky 7 Neuroscience Institute, and Dr. Miriern

3 when 
an oncoming southbound vehicle 
driven by Megan Neidlinger, L9, of 
Martin County 7 , crossed the level 
median into the opposite lane, sink¬ 
ing Powers' vehicle. 

The impact from the collision 
caused Powers' vehicle to roll sev¬ 
eral feet down an embankment, a

Local author writes book about Paintsville Stockyard

STAFFORDSVILLE - One 
of Johnson County's oldest and 
best-known businesses is the sub¬ 
ject of a new book published by 
an Eastern Kentucky writer. 

John H. Prestons “History 7 
and Tales of the Paintsville Stock- 
yard” takes a “comprehensive 
look at this w* ell-known Johnson 
County 7 landmark, providing a 
detailed history of its beginning 
on the outskirts of Painisville up 
to the present day location at Staf- 


fordsvilie,” according to a pres 
release. 

“Although the stockyard had 
to be moved to nearby Staffords- 
ville in the mid-1960s because of 
new road constmction, it still 
retained the Paintsville name,” 
the release said. “A few years 
later when the large flea market 
was added it became renowned 
throughout the entire region and 
was the prime place to be on sale- 
day Saturdays for many Eastern 
Kentuckians, as well as for peo¬ 
ple from West Virginia to Ohio.' 1 

The release also said it was a 


favorite haunt' 1 for actor Richard 
Thomas, whose father and grand¬ 
parents lived in Johnson Comity. 

In he hook, Preston, who lives 
in Law’rence County, “describes a 
typical Saturday during the late 
\990s in which a multitude of 
people move about practically 
shoulder to shoulder along the 
flea market grounds, the auction 
bam packed to standing room 
only, and traffic backed up on 
Route Fort], 7 for nearly a half a 
mile,” the press release said. 

“It was also a time when the 
herb dealers there were setting the 


price of ginseng for the entire 
world market,' 1 the release says. 

Today, according to the 
release, the stockyard is iL in 
decline.' 1 

“It now has a stock sale only 
once a month and its flea market 
Is down to bare bones.” the 
release said. Its decline ''seems to 
he Preston’s main motive for 
doing the hook, to pay homage as 
one of Johnson Comity’s oldest 
institutions while it Is still surviv-

Bensalem-Owen explained 
how the technology worked to 
improve Castle's quality of 
life. 

‘ : The device is programed 
ovei time and over time you 
see results, even when we 
don't continue to program the 
device;' 1 Bensalem-Dwen 
said. 'The device detects sei¬ 
zures and recognizes the pat¬ 
terns and depending on the 
results, we fine tune the set¬ 
tings and get better results. 
Programming happened a 
month ago and we are going to 
program it again today. We are 
capturing data from the sei¬ 
zin es; 1 

Tt is bio-medical engi¬ 
neering and it provides stimu¬ 
lation to the brain,”' Van Home 
said. Tt listens and monitors 
signals and provides stimula¬ 
tion to those areas of the 
brain.” 

Before the implant, Castle 
said she had made numerous 
tops to the emergency room 
when the seizures happened 
and that they didn't always 
recognize what was wrong. 

"I had a medical bracelet 
and necklace that I wore,” 


Castle said. 

Bensalem-Qwen said Cas¬ 
tle has been her patient for 
eight years. 

"I "had to give her a note to 
carry because some of the sei¬ 
zures were hard to recognize, 
so they would know* and call 
me,” Bensalem-Gwen said. 

T had one nurse and a doc¬ 
tor laugh at me,” Castle said. 

“She has several seizures a 
day, severe epilepsy* and 
sometimes there were too 
many to count,” Bensalem- 
Gwen said. 

Castle said she has had a 
lot of support from her family, 
including her mother, her hus¬ 
band and her three sons, 
Mitchell, Nathaniel and 
Michael. 

Castle said that her hus¬ 
band wasn't present for the 
press conference because he 
was in school learning the 
skills of an electrician but that 
her mother and three sons 
were there. 

“So far, there, are 27 cen¬ 
ters offering this procedure,” 
Bensalem-Ow'en said. 'The 
first device was implanted 10 
years ago, but this is the first 
in Kentucky ”

Powers was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Johnson 
Comity Coroner, J.R. Fils by. 
the release said. 

Information obtained at the 
scene indicates that Powers 
was not wearing a seatbelt at 
the time of the collision, the 
release said. 

Neidlinger did not have a 
license at the time of the colli¬ 
sion and was operating on a 
permit, according to informa¬ 
tion provided by the KSP. 

Neidlinger was reportedly 
transported to a local area hos¬ 
pital and later flown to another 
facility for treatment. 

The ongoing investigation 
is conducted by KSP Post 9 
reconsttuctionist Bryan Lane, 
who w*as assisted at the scene 


by KSP Trooper Dustin 
Thompson and members of 
the Johnson Comity Sheriffs 
Office.

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Judicial center board delays 
last meeting until May

LOUISA — The Lawrence 
County Project Development 
Board decided to postpone its 
last meeting to allow contrac¬ 
tors more time to replace the 
topsoil at Ihe mw judicial Cen¬ 
ter as they- were supposed to 
have done previously. 

Lawrence Comity Judge- 
Executive John Osborne said 
an e-mail he received said last 
Thursday's scheduled meeting 
was postponed to allow' time 
for the topsoil to he placed on 
the property as promised. 

The meeting is now sched¬ 
uled for May 7 at 1 pm. 

'That way, if there are any 
financial obligations, the work 
will be completed before any¬ 
thing else is paid, 1 ' Osborne 
said. 'There is also a few 5 things 
that need to be fixed, and hope¬ 
fully all of that will get done by 
the May meeting,. 1 ' 

Landscaping has been an 
issue since the construction of 
the judcial center, with nothing 
growing in the areas where it 


had been planted and every¬ 
thing dying after a time. 

Board member Eldied 
' : EimT' Adams told the contrac¬ 
tors at last month's meeting that 
he had taken soil samples in 
three different areas at the rear 
of the property and that no soil 
had ever been put there. 

Adams, an attorney, said he 
has a degree in agronomy, 
which encompasses work in the 
areas of plant genetics, plant 
physiology, meteorology and 
soil science. 

'They were paid to put soil 
in there, and its not been done” 
Adams said. T took pre-soil 
samples and there is no topsoil 
on the property. They put down 
mulch. I w ent to three separate 
beds and there was no topsoil 
ever put down." 

Contractors agreed that they 
would get in contact with the 
people who were supposed to 
have completed the job and 
make sure they get it strait¬ 
ened out. 

The board also decided not 
to pay Coded Construction for 
additional days to complete the 


contract to build the new judi¬ 
cial center. 

The company asked the 
board to approve a change 
ordei for 159 days and w s as 
advised by a representative of 
the Administrative Office of the 
Courts (AOC) that the docu¬ 
ment had not been submitted in 
a timely manner and that it was 
up to the hoard whether to grant 
the request. 

Board members agreed that 
they would pay for 105 days . 
which had been approved by 
them, but not for the additional 
159 days for which they had no 
records showing it had been 
approved. Codell representa¬ 
tives also did not provide docu¬ 
mentation proving the board 
had approved the additional 
time required on the project. 

Board members said that 
they have the money hut that 
they won't pay for the addi¬ 
tional days: since they have no 
record of approving the exten¬ 
sion. They said it would be up 
to the AOC and the state to 
settle the issue with the com¬ 
pany.

Medical Center in Louisa will 
host a series of free health 
insurance marketplace fairs 
where citizens can learn about 
new 5 health insurance options. 

The fairs, which will be 
held ever/ Friday in the hospi¬ 
tal. cafeteria from 2:30-4 pan., 
will begin Jan. 16 and ran 
through Feb. 13. 

"Our staff will clear up 
confusion surrounding the 
Health Insurance Marketplace 
and Medicaid Expansion” a 
TRMC press release said. 
'These initiatives are part of 
the Affordable Care Act, 
which requires most U.S., citi¬ 
zens to have health insurance. 

A primary goal of the 
Affordable Care Act is to help 
uninsured, eligible Americans 
gain access to affordable 
healthcare. Financial help to 
lower costs is also available 
for people who qualify.” 

Americans are able to find 
health plans on the market¬ 
place that cover a comprehen¬ 
sive set of benefits, and they 
cannot he denied coverage 
based on a pre-existing condi¬ 
tion. Some of the health ben¬ 
efits include preventive care 
and wellness services, doctor 
visits, prescription drugs, hos¬ 


pital and emergency- depart¬ 
ment care, lab services, pedi¬ 
atric services and more. 

In all states, Medicaid pro¬ 
vides health coverage for 
some low-income people, 
families and children, preg¬ 
nant women, the elderly, and 
people with disabilities. In 
some stats', the program cov¬ 
ers all low-income adults 
below a certain income level. 

Kentucky and West Vir¬ 
ginia have chosen to expand 
Medicaid coverage. The 
expansion increases the eligi¬ 
bility limits for adults to 133 
percent of the Federal Poverty 7 
Level, which Is equivalent to 
an annual income of $16,105 
per year for one. person and 
$32,913 for a family of four in 
2015. Citizens mt^t enroll in 
the program; it's not automat¬ 
ic. 

During the fairs, TRMC 
staff will tell citizens how 
they can assist them with the 
enrollment process and find 
government financial resourc¬ 
es to help low r er costs for their 
health insurance.

proof of residency- or drivers 
license, proof of income (W2 
or pay stub) for themselves 
and their family and Social 
Security number for everyone 
who is applying for coverage.

To be eligible tor crisis 
assistance, households must 
verify their address, verify a 
heating crisis exists and meet 
federal income eligibility 
guidelines.

1. It builds creativity 

Fm a huge fan of Lego. 

My son and I have spent 
hours building the model 
on the box and then taking 
it apart and making what¬ 
ever else we wanted by 
rearranging the parts. 
Minecraft gives kids the 
same creative freedom, but 
its easier on your bank 
account. Plus, you"II never 
step on a loose piece bare¬ 
foot in the dark. 

If you haven't played or 
seen it, Minecraft is a very 
blocky world, i.e. every¬ 
thing is built from bio els. 
The ground is made up of 
blocks, trees are blocks, 
and even your character 
avatar is very block]/. You 
get progress in the game, hy 
scavenging or mining 
blocks of various materials 
such as stone, wood, lava, 
etc. You use these as the 
basis for your creations, or 
combine them in "'recipes 1 " 
to create more advanced 
materials, tools and 
objects.

Minecraft players have 
built are truly staggering: 
massive vehicles, intricate 
skyscrapers, working ana¬ 
log computers, and even 
the entire country of Den¬ 
mark exactly to scale.

Do you use that wood 
block now to upgrade your 
ax for mining, or save it for 
the house you're building? 
Do you spend your time 
mining or exploring for 
new resources': 

Even if they don't real¬ 
ize if, kids are learning 
cost-benefit analysis, when 
to save vs. spend and other 
key budgeting and finan¬ 
cial skills so important lat¬ 
er in life. Of course, they 
might need yon to help 
them make this connection. 

Kids learn patience 
with Minecraft. It takes a 
while to assemble the 
resources you need, so 
instant gratification isart 
an option. Any adult who : s 
had to save for a car or a 
house down payment 
knows that patience is 
important. 

Kids learn persever¬ 
ance.. Your child might not 
build that amazing monu¬ 
ment correctly the first 
time when it comes tum¬ 
bling down under its own 
w r eight. They can learn 
how to recognize where 
they made mistakes and try

Kids learn teamwork. 
While Minecraft can be 
played solo, it also has online 
options. Kids cap play with 
others from around the world. 
They can team up and learn 
how 5 to work cooperatively to 
make amazing things.

Of course, they might also 
learn how to deal with people 
who dop : t want to play nice.

It runs on computers, 
smartphones and tablets, most 
video game consoles, several 
handheld gaming systems and 
more. 

That means you can give 
your kid a free hand-me-down 
or inexpensive older gadget 
and they can go to town. Or 
you can let them jump on your 
smartphone or tablet while in 
the car or running errands to 
keep them occupied. 

If you are handing your 
kid a gadget, there are a few 
things you need to do first. If 
its your gadget, I earn how to 


let kids use your tablet or 
smartphone without messing 
up your setting? 01 getting 
into thin^ 5 they shouldn't. If 
they're using their own per¬ 
sonal gadgets, make sure you 
prepare it so they can't get 
into anything online they 
shouldn’t.

Violence is a big com¬ 
plaint w 7 ith video games. Sure, 
older video games w r ere vio¬ 
lent but the graphics were so 
cartoonish and crude it wasn't 
the same as gunning down the 
highly detailed, lifelike char¬ 
acters found in modem games. 

Minecraft does have some 
fighting elements to it. You 
have to fend off ‘‘mobs' 7 of 
monsters but the graphics are 
blocky and bloodies, like an 
old-school video game. 

For concerned parents of 
younger kids, Minecraft also 
features a ''Peaceful' 7 mode. 
This is the easiest setting and 
turns off all enemies. It also 
makes it nearly Impossible to 
die, so you can just explore 
and build. 

5. Fun for the w r hole fami¬ 
ly 

I m always a fan of par¬ 
ents playing video games with 
their kids. That way, yoirire 
right there to monitor the 
game, teach them to be good 
sports, or shut it off when 
their time is up or w ! hen they 
start melting dow r n_ Plus, 
there are plenty 7 of fun video 
games that you might genu¬ 
inely enjoy-. The LEGO series, 
for example, is very- clever 
and not too difficult. 

Minecraft is another fun 
one. You can sit next to your 
children and give them advice, 
or create your own character 
and jump into the game using 
a different computer or gad¬ 
get. I know 5 a few families 


who have Minecraft night and 
everyone joins in to work on a 
fun in-game project. 

The one bad thing: Mine¬ 
craft isn’t all roses and sun¬ 
light. I already mentioned that 
playing online can lead to 
encounters with strangers 
who might not be that nice. 
The detailed replica of Den- 
nark I mentioned at the 
beginning struggles with con¬ 
stant visits from spoilsport 
players w 5 ho w 5 ant to destroy 
it. 

Even worse than that, 
however, is that Minecraft 
like any other game or Inter¬ 
net service can become 
addicting. You might find that 
ifs all your kid wants to do. 
My son Ian and his friends 
talk about the game non-stop 
and I have to put strict limits 
and conditions on how long 
he can play each day. 

If you suspect your child is 
suffering from an addiction to 
Minecraft, or the Internet in 
general, check out reSTART. 
Yon can take a revealing quiz, 
get insightful articles on the 
dangers and find links to 
treatment centers and thera¬ 
pists w 7 ho can help. 

If you aren't sure how s long 
your child is spending playing 
Minecraft, the RescueTime 
program and app can tell you 
exactly where your child's 
time is going.
